Dr. Magruder dleif In Belgrade, the 
Serbian capital, to which all the 
American surgeons anc nurses are re- 
moved as sody sb they fall victims to 
the plague. Dr. Edward ftyan was in 
charge of 411 the American relief 
agents in Belgrade until he himself 
was stricken, and Dr. Magruder came 
to his relief. Last advices to the Red 
CrosB headquarters were that Dr. Ry- 
an's condition is Improved. 

Under the quarantine regulations 
the body of Dr. Magruder cannot be 
brought to this country within a year 
and then only in a hermetically sealed 
casket. It will eventually be brought 
home for Interment. 

Dr. Ethan Flagg Butler, the other 
Washington surgeon who went with 
Dr Magruder in charge of the two 
American Red CrosB units sent to Gev- 
galia last November, is the only one 
of the six American surgeons and Red 
Cross trained nurses who has not 
i fallen a victim of the fever epidemic.
